E subject of prophecy ought to be 
familiar to Pentecostal people. But 
its consideration is always a delight. 


The history of this gift is a long and 
honorable one. As a matter of fact, it has 
been in evidence since the first dispensa- 
tion, next to Eden, and will reach its 
high crescendo in the thousand years of 
peace. It is not a particular, peculiar 

manifestation of the apostolic days or of 

the presént Pentecostal Movement. It 
has been a normal, natural expression of 
the Spirit of God throughout all ages. 
Prophecy is literally the voice of the 
Holy Spirit, and He has always been 
articulate. 


The first specific reference to the op- 
eration of the gift of prophecy is found 
in Jude 14: “And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of these, saying, 

“Behold the Lord cometh with ten thou- 
sands of His saints.” How appropriate 
that the first prophetic utterance should 
span practically all prophecy and_ fix 
our gaze on something still unfulfilled, 
the great return of Christ to this earth in 
power and glory. Here was an operation 
of the gift of prophecy even before the 
flood. 

Abraham, the father of the faithful, 
was a prophet (Gen. 20:7); and the 
phophet Moses was a type of the Great 
ee the Lord Jesus Christ. Deut. 

18:15, 18. When Moses grew weary of 
the burden which he bore. the Lord 
“took of the Spirit that was upon him 
and gave it unto the seventy elders: and 
it came to pass, that, when the Spirit 
rested upon them, they prophesied and 
did not cease.” Num. 11:25. And when it 
was told Moses that two of the seventy 
remainded in the camp and there proph- 
esied and he was asked to forbid them, 
Moses replied: “Would God that all the 
Lord’s people were prophets, and the 
Lord would put His Spirit upon them.” 
verse 29. This wish of Moses was also a 
prediction, for, lo, it will come to pass in 
the economy of God that He will pour 
out His Spirit upon all flesh and they 
shall prophesy. Joel 2:28. All through 
the old Testament when the Holy Ghost 
moved holy men of God they spake forth 
the prophecies which, written down, 
compose the ancient Scriptures. 2 Peter 
1:21. Thus we see there is ample evi- 
dence even in the Old Testament that 
prophecy is the voice of the Holy Spirit. 

As we cross the threshold into the New 
Testament we find the Holy Spirit still 
resting upon holy men and women and 
speaking forth through them in prophecy. 
“And it came to pass, that when Elisa- 
beth heard the salutation of Mary, the 
babe leaped in her womb; and Elisabeth 


was filled with the Holy Ghost: and she 
spake out with a loud voice, and said, 


Blessed art thou among women, and 
biessed is the fruit of thy womb.” Luke

1:41, 42. Her husband, Zacharias, “Was 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and prophe- 
sied.” Luke 1:67. The Holy Ghost coming 
upon one breaks forth in divine utter- 
auce. “Ye shall receive power, the Holy 
Ghost coming upon you, and ye shall 
be witnesses.” Acts 1:8. “And they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost and began 
to speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave utterance.” Acts 2:4. At Cornelius’s 
household, the Holy Ghost fell on them 
that heard the Word and they spake with 
tongues and magnified God. Acts 10:44, 
46. At Ephesus “when Paul laid his hands 
on them, the Holy Ghost came on them 
and they spake with tongues and prophe- 
sied.” Acts 10:6. And even late in the 
great tribulation, just before the Lord 
returns to this earth, in the very midst 
of the anti-Christ’s reign, God will give 
power unto His two witnesses and they 
shall prophesy. Rev. 11:8. It is not a new 
thing. It is not a strange thing. It is not 
even a dispensational thing. It is almost 
an eternal thing. From the translated 
Enoch unto the “all flesh” which shall 
prophesy through the millennium, 
prophecy has been and is the voice of the 
Holy Spirit. There is no paucity of proof 
that tongues is the evidence of the bap- 
tism of the Spirit. 


Lest someone think that that last state- 
ment is not a logical conclusion from the 
premises laid down before it, let me point 
out that tongues and prophecy are es- 
sentially the same. When the 120 spoke in 
tongues on the Day of Pentecost, Peter 
said, “This is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel, And it shall come to 
pass in the last days, saith God, I will 
pour out of My Spirit upon all flesh, and 
your sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy.” Acts 2:16, 17. In other words, 
this “tongues” you hear is the prophecy 
Joel said would come. Thus, according 
to Peter, tongues is prophecy. “Greater 
is he that prophesieth than he that speak- 
eth with tongues, except he interpret.” 
1 Cor. 14:5. Tongues plus interpretation 
equals prophecy. Prophecy and tongues 
are speaking under the power of the 
Holy Ghost, whatever the language. The 
only distinction is the language. If it is 
your own and that of those who hear 
you, it is prophecy. If it is “other” 
tongues, or another language, it is

tongues. Thus essentially there is no dif- 
ference. 

In the Old Testament times, salva- 
tion was of the Jews. A foreigner had to 
become a Jew in order to worship Je- 
hovah. But he was welcome and was en- 
titled Bs all the rights and privileges of a 
Jew when he became circumsized and 
thus joined the nation. One language— 
Hebrew—sufficed for all God’s people, 
for they all were of one nation. But on 
the Day of Pentecost, the Lord expanded _ 
Ilis program so that all nations could 
share His salvation without becoming 
Jews. “Teach all nations.” “Circumcision 
availeth nothing.” Every people, nation, 
tribe and tongue became equal recipients 
of His salvation. As soon as this program 
for all nations and all tongues was in- 
troduced, the Holy Spirit's voice became 
“tongues” as well as prophecy. Salva- 
tion was for home folks and for foreign- 

ers. That is the significance of the use of 
tongues as the voice of the Holy Spirit in 
this gospel age. 

Now notice the expression in Num- 
bers 11:25: “They prophesied and did | 
not cease.” The gift of prophecy abode 
upon them and continued to operate. On _ 
the day of Pentecost, we are told, “they | 
began to speak with other tongues.” No- 
mention made of their ceasing to speak. _ 
Although 1 Corinthians 13:8 tells us that _ 
there will be a time when prophecies 
shall fail, yet we know that the two wit- 
nesses will prophesy at the utter end of 
the gospel age. Prophecies will not fail — 
before then to be sure. Joel’s prediction | 
will have its complete fulfillment only in | 
the millennium. Thus “they shall prophe- 
sy” will still be operating for another 
1.000 years after the two witnesses 


prophesy. Prophesying was intended of 
God to CONTINUE. From age to age, 
from day to day. The Holy Spirit con- 
tinually desires to find articulate expres- 
sion through human lips. 


“When He is 


come, He shall testify of Me.” John 15:26. 
Let Him testify again and again. 

The very gospel itself is in evidence 
in the operation of this gift. This gift is 
“talking.” How significant! Jesus has ac- 
complished all the work of salvation. “I 
heve finished the work which thou gav- 
est me to do.” John 17:4. There is noth- 
ing left now but to tell about it. It is 
all over but the shouting. And we are to 
do the shouting. Preach, tell, teach, wit- 
ness. This is the sum total of what we 
are to do—everywhere. Prophecy is talk-

ing, telling, preaching, witnessing under 
the power of the Holy Spirit. Is this then 
the partnership? He did the work, we 
are to tell about it? Yes, but there is 
something else. Listen, O saint of God! 
Our God who finished the work of re- 
demption will also tell about it 
THROUGH YOU. Open your mouth and 
let Him fill it! “Be filled with the Spirit” 
—speaking. Speak, tell preach, proclaim 
the glad tidings of His full salvation in 
the power of the Holy Spirit. Let Him 
speak through you—and DO NOT 
CEASE. 


“He Shall Be Like A Tree’’ 


by Edwin J. Holmes 


Psalm 1:3 


The picture given to us here in the 
first Psalm is of the blessed, happy, use- 
ful, and steadfast Christian, with the em- 
phasis upon the steadfast. 

The tree is ever a thing of beauty, a 
refuge of shade from the heat of the 
sun. The greatest and most enduring liv- 
ing things in the natural creation are 
trees. These characteristics of usefulness 
and beauty are greatly enhanced when 
the tree is planted beside the waters of 
a river. While fires may destroy those in 
the dryer places, and winds may break 
those in the higher places, and the heat 
may wither the leaves of those in less 
favored locations, the tree by the river, 
with its roots deep in the constant life- 
giving waters, is in a lowly place indeed, 
but a place of continued security. 

The water here is, of course, the divine 
life of the Spirit, and the text speaks of 
it as “rivers,” suggesting to our minds 
the abundance of the flow. Some time 
ago while laboring for the Lord in 
Nevada, near the mighty Colorado River, 
we visited Boulder Dam. The waters of 
the great river were piled up hundreds 
of feet deep to create Lake Mead, but 
still they flowed over the spillways, 
through the gates and on out to the sea. 
We thought of what God says of His 
river of grace: “Grace did much more 
abound.” Rom. 5:20. 

-Most’ rivers have their flood stages, 
when the banks are full and the country 
is ravaged. and they also have their sea- 
sons of peaceful, sparkling, rippling, low 
water. The Bible tells us of many of the 
flood tides of the river of God. At crea- 
tion the waters were high. In Noah’s day 
they overflowed. At the time of the del- 
iverance from Egypt, not only was there 
great saving power present, but much 
territory was laid waste by the flood. 
During the ministry, death and resur- 
rection of Christ, this mighty torrent, 
now of grace and truth, swept over, over- 
came, and destroyed the authority and 
power of the enemy. “That Thou might- 
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est still the enemy and the avenger.” 
Ps. 8:2. In our individual Christian ex- 
periences we are in contact at times with 
the flood stage of the rivers. At salvation 
the waters are high. At the baptism of 
the Holy Spirit they overflow. When God 
draws especially near and overcomes 
for us mightily the tide is high, but if we 
are planted beside the water we shall be 
just as steadfast in our faith and loyalty 
beside the peaceful quiet stream as be- 
side the turbulent flood, assured that 
there is “Our God—which holdeth our 
soul in life, and suffereth not our foot to 
be moved.” Ps. 66:8,9. 

In the first Psalm also are mentioned 
some things which may cause the leaves 
of this tree, the Christian, to wither and 
He himself to be moved. 


“Nor standeth in the way of sinners” 

The Christian must walk an entirely 
different path from the way of the sin- 
ner. His affections are set on things 
above, not on things beneath. While the 
sinner. may strive’ after honesty as a 
virtue, God insists that the Christian go 
much beyond this standard to “giving, 
hoping for nothing again” that he may 
be the child of the Highest, for He is 
kind to the unthankful and the evil.” The 
“way of the sinner” is to insist on his 
rights. The Christian surrenders his rights 
for the cause of peace. The sinner covets 
and delights to obtain his neighbor’s pos- 
sessions. The Christian considers his 
neighbor's good will of immeasureably 
greater value than to establish a claim to 
his possessions, because his roots are 
deep in the living waters. 


“Walketh not in the council 
of the ungodly”. 

The ungodly are not necessarily ir- 
religious, but are the chaff of Christian 
profession (verse 4). The chaff is not 
wheat but is closely associated with the 
wheat until the threshing time. The chaff 
hold religious services, draw great 
crowds, prophecy in the name of the 
Lord, lay claim to miracles, etc. Matt. 


7:22. We have much chaff which claims 
to be Christian. And many, whose Chris- 
tian victory depends entirely upon the 
flood stages of overflowing experiences, 
are drawn away after the chaff. They 
pray for miracles, and believe that God 
works and saves only by miracles, and 
when someone comes with a show of 
the miraculous, bogus or real, they flock 
to their standard, revel for a time in the 
ego of the chaff, to return (probably) if 
at all, with confidence shaken, faith be- 
traved and leaves of beauty and serv- 
ice withered. Someone asks: “How shall 
we distinguish between the wheat and 
the chaff?” “The chaff shall not stand 
in judgment.” When the flail of judg- 
ment falls upon it, the chaff flies in the 
Masters face, while the wheat falls at 
His feet. The chaff is full of what we are, 
and what we have done. The attitude of 
the wheat is “Not I, but Christ.” 

The third and last mentioned attitude 
is perhaps the most dangerous of all. 


“Nor sitteth in the seat of the Scornful.” 

The great outstanding example of the 
scorners in the Bible is, of course, the 
Pharisees class of the time of Christ. They 
were professors of godliness, schooled in 
God’s laws, but apart from a few excep- 
tions, consistently scornful of Christ, His 
works, and His followers. They said 
“Can any good thing come out of Naz- 
areth?” “He casteth out devils but by 
Beelzebub, the Prince of Devils.” They 
found fault with the liberty of the dis- 
ciples, despising the horny hands of the 
toilers. Theirs were white with much 
washing. They were convinced of the 
truth of His teaching, and of the power 
of God upon Him. (John 3:2), but re- 
fused to yield to that conviction. Against 
them Christ spoke the most fearful words 
of rebuke (Matt. 23). We wonder 
whether the present generation of scorn- 
ful shall receive less severe judgment. 
This generation is made up largely of 
those whom God has favored with light. 
They are students of His Word and have 
been zealous for His cause, but like their 
ancient ancestors, they have built up a 
shell of denominational tradition, and in- 
sist that God must conform His work to 
their traditions. God is just as independ- 
en of their theories as He was 1900 years 
ago, and He is still found outside these 
traditional barriers. To listen to their in- 
structions, and hear them proclaim the 
letter from which the Spirit has departed 
is most deadening to faith. To sit in their 
seats is to withdraw oneself from the wa- 
ters of the river, to lose the brightness of 
what experience we may have had and 
to follow in the way of withered leaves. 

They who seek Christ, set Him first in 
all things, cherish and delight in the 
moving of the Holy Spirit and have 
learned where He leads “therein to be 
content” shall still be trees of righteous- 
ness, the planting of the Lord. 
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He who abides in Christ has . . . 


Adequate Resources

Jesus said to the church of Ephesus, 
“To him that overcometh will I give to 
eat of the tree of life.” To live without 
developing antagonisms is impossible. 
We must overcome or be overcome; 
conquer or be conquered; suppress or 
be enslaved. This is the experience of 
all living organisms and the much-em- 
phasized testimony of the Bible per- 
taining to man’s spiritual life. 

An exception was made by Jesus in 
the realm of physical violence and per- 
sonal retaliation. Men fight each other 
because it is much easier to do.so than 
to subdue the causes of their strife. 
But “he that ruleth his spirit . . is better 
. . than he that taketh a city” As the 
Christian conquers through the Lord 
Jesus, he becomes more than a_ con- 
queror by also becoming abundantly 
prepared for the glories of heaven. 


The basis of all physical, mental, 
emotional and spiritual life is conflict, 
which is the price of living and deter- 
mines whether we live little or much. 
It is an open fact of life that many 
commit partial suicide by refusing to 
accept this challenge in one or more 
phases of their lives. Health is the bal- 
ance between the physical organism 
and the forces of external nature and 
is maintained by sufficient vitality 
within to overcome the forces which are 
designed to put it to death. 

Health of mind is maintained by 
overcoming the forces of frustration. 
Mental disease results from negative 
rather than positive thinking. There- 
fore the Apostle Paul admonishes the

Moral and emotional conflict is evi- 
denced everywhere. The sinner comes 
to despise the Son of God and to hate 
the saint of God as Jesus so accurately 
predicted. Our caliber will determine 
the extent to which we overcome in 
this realm. As soon as we fight as a good 
soldier we become virtuous in that par- 
ticular thing. Virtue is acquired in every 
case and is not the result of human 
weakness or inactivity. 


“In the world ye shall have tribula- 
tion, but be of good cheer, for I have 
overcome the world.” In these words, 
plus many others, Jesus referred to the 
spiritual conflict for which we would 
need the panoply or armor of God. 
Everything that is not spiritual makes 
for our undoing—and sometimes we are 
so completely undone. Pitiful, is it not? 
Yet Jesus said, we should pray and faint 
not. This is just as true when the heay- 

cns secm brass and we become weary, 

tyed and héavy hearted as when we 
feel more in the proper mood. Moods 
never fit into the spiritual person’s life. 
We are not to be weary in well doing 
though our wants and _ desires ‘ are 
en ed by rebuit and untfriendliness. 
We are to love our neighbor as ourselves 
teh he be coid, indifferent, desigu- 
ing, and we are tempted to despair. 


Like the disciples, we feel like crying 
out, “Carest Thou not that we perish?” 
The tempest is raging and everything 
seems so futile. The tempter would in- 
vite us to seli-pity and bitter recrimina- 
tion and r<morse. But look up and Jesus 
will say. “To him that overcometh” He 
it is that shell be mad> more than con- 
ceucror. Tesus knows best; He under- 
ctands. H> gives a song; THe says peace 
be still. If God hes said it is possible to 
overcome, w2 must demonstrate that 
- ig true. Then it is that our experience 
b.com:s glorious 


To be sure, there is risk involved in 
this spiritual conflict, as well as re- 

wards for choices rightly made. Sym- 
bolism is a risk connected with worship 
which has been a pitfall to godly people 
through the centuries. Aaron made the 
golden calf and said, “These be thy 
gods, O Israel, which brought thee up 
out of Egypt.” Heedless of the continu- 
ous exhortation of the Spirit of God 
that the “just shall live by faith”; Chris- 
tians today still make things to become 


symbolic representations of God to 
them. Though we may be extremely 
critical of Aaron who acted under ex- 
trenic pressure, we today are prone to 
allow the fulfillment of our desires and 
wants to become a symbol of God's 
blessing while we represent adversity 
as the opposite. With no money, friends, . 
loved ones, shelter and food—when all 
has forsaken us; can we look into the 
face of God and say with Job, “Though 
He slay me, yet will I trust Hine 
Would you feel it blessed to be alone 
with God in Gethsemane? Only then 
might it be possible for us to stand as 
a critic of Aaron’s action. 


The Pentecostal experience is won- 
derful, necessary, glorious—even beyond 
our understanding. Since it is only the 
first step into deeper spiritual under- 
standing, we must keep filled with the 
Spirit. We must not allow an experi- 
ence to become merely sacramentalism 
as did the Children of Israel who burned 
incense to the brazen serpent until Heze- 
kiah destroyed it. As this undue exalta- 
tion of the means Of grace was a pitfall 
to them so it may be today. The sin of 
makine the means of grace a substitute 
for God Himself has been one of the ma- 
jor factors in the decline of most reli- 
gious movements since the reformation. 
It must not be true of God’s people today. 


Some have committed this evil in the 
improper emphasis of healing, the sec- 
ond coming of Christ and other of God’s 
wonderful and blessed truths and bless- 
ings. Our Christian living should be by 
constant effort, but not by over-con- 
scious effort. It is a process carried on 
by direct violation without being con- 
scious of every detail much as eating 
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and walking. This can only be true if 
God, and God alone, is the center of 
our lives and living. It is Jesus, only 
Jesus who makes it possible for us to 


have God’s blessings. 


The Apostle Paul says, “Be established 
in the present truth.” “For if these things 


be in you and abound, they make you 
neither idle or unfruitful.” The warning 
carries the implication to avoid making 
habit a substitution for God. Some have 
come to substitute prayer, going to 
church, Bible reading for God. These 
things we must do, but they are only 
a means to an end, not the end in them- 
selves. They must not be hours spent 
with our habits, but vital, directive 
hours spent with God. Learn to be at 
home with and to God anywhere. Let 
God press through your circumstance 
until He is pre-eminent and present. 


Almost unlimited are the applications 
of this principle, but for our purpose 


we need to look at just one more. We. 


find that formalism, ceremonialism, and 
externalism prevalent today as it was 
in the time of the Judges of Israel when 
“Every man did that which was right 
in his own eyes.” The Scripture says, 
“In patience possess ye your souls.” This 
eliminates moods for those who might 
be tempermental—mostly temper. Many 
prefer to remain at the threshold of the 
experience of new birth which is like 
stairs. As long as we remain on the first 
step we block others from reaching the 
glories above us. Every step we take 
leaves room for others to follow. Too 
often we blame the devil for our moods 
rather than our own undisciplined na- 
tures. Moods do not go by praying, but 
by disciplining ourselves. We discover 
that we “can do all things through 
Christ” which strengtheneth us. The 
curse is not that we cannot, but that 
we won't. 


Our spiritual life does not depend on 
watching any more than lilies depend 
upon watching to grow. We grow spir- 
itually not by concentration, on our 
spiritual aptitudes, but by concentra- 
tion upon Jesus and by abiding in Him. 
Like the lilies we grow, then, perfectly, 
simply, unaffectedly by overcoming. 
Lives like this molds others into pat- 
terns of godliness. 


The: feeling that we must do this or 
that is negative and for shallow souls. 
Be concerned with Jesus and we will 
always do the right things and never 
the wrong. Think on these things. 
Shadows, fears, doubts, desires, ambi- 
tions, pride, sorrow,discouragement will 
vanish like darkness at the coming of 
light. Jesus then becomes the adequate 
resources for the one who desires to 
overcome that he may eat of the tree 


of life. a

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Serving Those Who Serve 


Within a few months it will have 
been six years since the most bloody 
and devastating war in all history came 
to a close. In 1945 the faces of the 
people of the world were bright with 
hope. There were great expectations 
that a long era of peace lay ahead. But 
in a very brief space of time all those 
fond hopes have been dashed to the 
ground. 

Today, so soon after the end of World 
War II, our boys are once again spilling 
their blood on foreign soil. Our nation 
is re-creating a vast fighting machine 
and gearing its entire industrial and 
economic strength to war. Above all, 
thousands, even millions, of our men are 
being called back into uniform. 

THEY NEED THE GOSPEL 


The dislocations caused by the arm- 
ing and militarization of a large body 
of our nation’s manhood create many 
problems. When men are taken from 
the normal, peaceful pursuits of life 
and taught the arts of war, made skill- 
ful in slaughter and butchery, there is 
an inevitable hardening and brutalizing 
that results. When men are taken away 
from the restraining and uplifting in- 
fluences of the family, community and 
church, they tend to forget their moral 
standards, 

All the forces of evil seem to be aware 
of this. Booze joints, low theatres, houses 
of ill fame, and unsavory dives of one 
kind or another, have a way of spring- 
ing up in the vicinity of army camps 
and flaunting their wares. 

As if things were not bad enough, 
the serviceman, when he has some free 
time, is generally lonely, bored, and 
tired, and falls easy prey to Satans 
snares. Unless a man has a deep Chris- 
tian experience, and unless Christ is 
real in his life and the Holy Spirit his 


cuide, there is little within him to fortify 
him against the temptations thrown in 
his pathway. Nor is there much outside 
of him to exact a good influence on 
him, either. Family, friends, minister, 
are far away, and the devil whispers, 
“No one will know.” From there it’s 
an easy step to sin. 

As we think of these things, we must 
be made to realize that the spiritual 
needs of the serviceman present a real 
challenge to us. Here is a vast mission 
field ripe for the harvest. Our service- 
men need God and they need him bad- 
a 
' They need him for their guide and 
inner strength because of their keener 
temptations. They need to be prepared | 
to meet God when they go out to meet 
Him as Father, not as angry Judge. 

They need to know Him because 
many of them will be maimed and_ 
crippled for life. Unless they have the _ 
hope and peace that salvation brings, — 


life to those who meet this fate will | 


seem meaningless and a mockery. Their 
spirits will be warped with cynicism 
and_ bitterness. 

Thev need Him because many of 
them will be coming back to wives and 
sweethearts to whom they have not been 
true. They will be coming back -with 
soiled bodies, soiled minds, and soiled 
character, unless we do all we can to 
fight the forces of evil. 

We have the message of the gospel. 
We need to stir ourselves to feel the 
burden of the need, to catch a vision 
of the possibilities of victory for those 
who work and pray and answer the 
Master’s call.

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and their own inadequacy to fight the 
pull of their passions. They are often 
sobered by the realization of the dan- 
gers they face; hence they are not as 
susceptible to one of Satan’s favorite 
arguments: “There is plenty of time.” 


In the New Testament we have sev- 
eral mentions of military men. In each 
case we find a favorable and open at- 
titude toward the things of God. 

The Scripture tells us that the cen- 
turion at Capernaum actually caused 
Jesus to marvel. (1) Of him the Master 
said, “I have not found so great faith, 
no not in Israel.” 


Then there was the Roman centurion 
who stood at the foot of the cross when 
Jesus died. (2) It was he who gave 
expression to that great confession to 
Jesus’ divine and supernatural nature 
when he said, “Truly this was the Son 


of God” 


_ Cornelius, the centurion, (3) was the 
first Gentile to receive the promise of 
the Holy Spirit. The record says of him 
that he was “a devout man and one that 
feared God with all his house.” 


In Acts we read of the journey (4) 
which the Apostle Paul took to Rome 
by sea, as a prisoner in charge of Julius, 
a centurion of Augustus’ band—the 
journey that ended in shipwreck. It was 
the centurion who listened to Paul’s 
words concerning God’s promise of sav- 
ing everyone in the ship, and it was he 
who protected Paul’s life when every- 
one else wanted to kill him. 


In these four portraits we have pre- 
sented to us, first of all. a military man 
who had unusual faith in God, another 
who had deep spiritual discernment and 
who was not ashamed to confess with 
his lips that Christ was God, a third 
who was hungry for God, and _ still 
another who was decent, humane, and 
who had respect to a message from 


God. 


As it was then, so it is today. Of 
course, not every soldier, sailor, marine, 
or airman will prove to be open to the 
message of the gospel. There are many 
cynics, scoffers and Christ-rejectors in 
their ranks; but it is pretty safe to say 
that everyone working among service- 
men will find that, on the whole, they 
are not less, but more receptive to the 


- gospel than the average person.

counter a soldier and two civilian fel- 
lows on the street.

One of the civilians 
sneered and was about to throw the 
tract away, when the soldier restrained 
him and said, “No, don’t. This is good; 
this is what we need.” This may be taken 
as being typical of the greater readiness 
of the man in uniform to pay heed to 
God than his fellow citizen who is a 
civilian. 


HOW CAN WE REACH THEM 


Granted that the soldiers need the 
gospel and will, generally speaking, be 
receptive to it, the problem now is how 
we can best reach them. ne: 


Gospel literature has always been 
and will always be an effective means 
of reaching the serviceman. If placed 
in his hands, it will do much toward 
making him aware of the divine remedy 
for his soul’s need. The Servicemen’s 
Division of the Christ’s Ambassadors 
Department, is doing a_ great |deal 
through its contacts with chaplains and 
servicemen to give a wide circulation 
to its special servicemen’s publications 
—Reveiile, Chat and E. X. Private Series 
tracts. 

If your group happens to be in a

October Is Enlargement Month

October has been designated as En- 
largement Month by the National Sun- 
day School Department. An enlargement 
campaign is a period of time devoted to 
gaining people in the Sunday school. It 
is a period of days when definite atten- 
tion is given to the building up of your 
Sunday school. 


MATERIALS NECESSARY 


Secure materials and map out the sec- 
tions in the community. I would like to 
pause here to say that in setting up a 
community census program that it is 
vital to make clear to people who work 
with you what you wish to do. One of the 
best ways to make it clear is to be clear 
yourself before you start. You can work 
yourself into a frenzy and tell them things 
to do, but it is a tremendous help to tell 
them WHAT to do. In your census plan, 
tell them: “I want you to go at three 
o'clock to Sister Jones who lives on such 
and such a street. And this is the reason 
I want you to go.” We ought to be spe- 
cific. We ought to be definite. That is 
why we should study a map of the com- 
munity. Give the people a definite num- 
ber of blocks to cover. 


ENLISTING WORKERS 


I do not believe that it is always true 
that people are always indifferent be- 
cause they fail to respond to a call for 
volunteers. So many people are timid. 
There may be folk in your church that 
may be good workers who hesitate to 
volunteer because they fell it is presump- 
tuous. They are afraid somebody will say 
that they think they are more capable 
than anyone else. 

INSTRUCTIONS 

You will need to instruct them in the 
work that you want them to do. Tell them 
what information you want them so se- 
cure and how to make the approach. 
ENLARGEMENT BY CENSUS 
1. TABULATING CENSUS RECORDS. 

Do you ever save the newspaper, 
thinking that you will look it over some 
day? Do you file away notes taken at a 
convention? Do you ever scribble a 
Scripture on the back of an envelope 
thinking that sometime you may preach 
a sermon from it? Do those things ac- 
cumulate and you never do much with 
them? If you have every done that, be 
warned that it is possible to take a cen- 
sus, get the results and contacts and do 
very little about it. 
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2. CHURCH FAMILY CENSUS. 

Mother and Dad may have sons and 
daughters who have never gone to Sun- 
day school. They may have children 
whom you ought to reach. By the same 
rule, there may be mothers and dads 
who do not go to Sunday school. 

Workers are sent to every home in the 
area to get the necessary information for 
completion of the census. 


4. PUBLIC SCHOOL CENSUS. 

We defeat ourselves because we_be- 
lieve that we are going to get opposition. 
We meet about as much opposition as we 
expect to meet. We stand back and sup- 
pose that people are opposed to us. There 
is a business man in our city who, I felt, 
for years was holding me off. He always 
ate at a circular table at the Colonial 
Hotel. When my office was opposite that 
hotel, I used to go in there to eat. I used 
to see him sitting there. One day I went 
down there to eat and found that every 
seat was taken. I was ready to leave, 
and then this very man whom I had 
never been able to approach (I suppose 
he put me down as just another Pente- 
costal preacher) said, “Brother Webb, 
come eat with us.” I sat down there and 
ate with eight or nine business men of 
our city. I found this man one of the 
most cordial, friendly persons I had ever 
met. They asked about the convention. 
They wanted to know where the Am- 
bassador is, and about this and that. I 
ate and preached for about forty-five 
minutes. The man never did feel as I 
supposed he felt. If we are going to res- 
cue those poor sinners from eternal 
death, we must believe that everybody 
wants to get saved just as soon as pos- 
sible. 

ABSENTEE FOLLOW-UP 

Failure to follow up absentees prob- 
ably contributes as much as any one 
thing to lack of growth. 

METHOD OF FOLLOW-UP 

1. A post card or letter 

2. A telephone call 

3. A visit by a designated visitor 


4. A visit by the teacher 

How many times have you felt that 
you discharged your duty when you 
mailed a card saying, “We missed you 
Sunday”? Or you called that absentee on 
the telephone? Or you said, “I didn’t have 
time to visit him, so I asked someone 
else to visit him for me?” These methods 
may all be used, but the ideal method is 
for the Sunday school teacher himself 
to visit the absentee. Teacher, you are to 
that pupil what the pastor is to the 
church. There is no one who can visit 
that absent pupil with the same result 
which you would have if you visited 
him.

However, he 
said to me, “It is true we have a phenom- 
enal, blessed growth, but I am ashamed 
to tell you that there are more people 
that have gone out than we have in at- 
tendance. We would have been twice as 
big as we are now if we could have kept 
those we got in.” 

FURTHER METHODS OF ENLARGEMENT 
Constant Push for Growth 

1, KEEP ENTIRE CHURCH AND 
SUNDAY SCHOOL PRAYING AND 
CONCERNED. 

Do you know what happens when an 
evangelist is called whose chief ministry 
of preaching is on the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit? More people get the bap- 
tism. People believe God for what they 
are encouraged to believe Him for. Why 
not preach and pray concerning the 
growth of the Sunday school? If you 
keep people praying about the Sunday 
school, you will keep them interested.

(Mimeographed or printed) Another 
way is to publish a Sunday school bul- 
letin. A hectograph costs about $2. 
Economically you can produce a bulletin.

the streets and in railroad depots and 
bus stations. 

Not only the printed word, but the 
spoken word is effective, If your group 
could obtain a permit to hold a street 
meeting in a strategic location in your 
town (a place where many men in uni- 
form pass by-, you could do a great 
deal toward getting a message from 
God to their hearts. 

If your group happens to be part of 
a large church with good resources, 
you might spark-plug a move toward 
setting up a service center or hospital- 
ity home. So many of God’s people are 
lacking in vision and are niggardlv with 
their funds, yet there are such great 
possibilities in this line to do great ex- 
ploits for God. If your group could help 
your church catch a vision of what 
could be done for God and souls in 
this line, you will have done a real ser- 
vice.

Spiritual Values 


The president of the National Educa- 
tion Association, in their convention in 
San Francisco the early part of July, 
stated that he felt the American schools 
are “doing better than we were 20 years 
ago as far as writing, reading and arith- 
metic are concerned, and added that he 
would like to see move stress put on the 
fourth “R’—the one in human relations.

Current Slaughters 

It is reported that since last June the 
North Korean Communists have slain 
20,000 Christians. In Seoul 10,000 were 
slaughtered in one day.

Many pastors and church leaders have 
not been heard of since the invading Red 
army swept South Korea.

The one millionth Amer- 
ican soldier to be killed in war will fall 
about August 1 if Korean casualties con- 
tinue at the recent rate and if the war 
is not terminated. 


Shocking Casualty List

Yet in the single 
year of 1950 the traffic casualties in the 
United States reached the all time high 
of 1,835,300—35,500 killed and 1,799,800 
maimed and mangled. More people are 
killed and maimed by cars than by bul- 


lets. 


Home Built in Less Than Four Hours 

A new world record was claimed 
June 2 in Santa Rosa by a crew of house 
builders who completed a two-bedroom 
home in less than three hours, 39 min- 
utes and 10 seconds. 

Two hundred workers began their 
task at 12:30, and at 3:40 my cousin, Miss 
Mary Ann Kettelsen, a Miss America 
entry, was ready to take a shower in her 
bathing suit. The house was finished, 
had a landscaped yard and all utilities 
working, 

That may be a record for man, but our 
Lord has built us a mansion far superior 
in less time in the heavenly places for 
those who look for his appearing. 


13,000 MPH Flying Speed 

Flight speeds of up to 13,000 miles an 
hour are being prepared for in research 
conducted at the Langly Aeronautical 
Laboratory. 

When mankind has finally been able 
to attain this speed in a passenger-car- 
rying plane, one could leave New York 
at noon and be in San Francisco the same 
day for breakfast, gaining three hours. 
Though this speed may be terrific, yet it 
doesn’t compare with the speed of the 
rapture.
